Governing  the  use  of  the  Masonic  Temple 
of  Winston-Salem,  Inc. 

Sec.  1.    The    regular   reservations   for  Lodge 
rooms  are  as  shown  below: 

Where  more  than  one  organization  meets  on 
the  same  night,  the  use  of  the  kitchen  shall 
be  arranged  between  the  presiding  officers.

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Sec.  I!. 


Reservations 


(A)  Reservations  for  meeting  other  than 
specified  in  Sec.  I,  shall  be  by  permit 
in  writing  from  the  House  Committee 
through  the  Chairman  or  Co-Chairman. 

(5)  Reservations  are  not  transferrable  but 
the  presiding  officer,  or  in  his  absence 
his  alternate,  may  relinquish  a  reser- 
vation to  the  Chairman  of  House  Com- 
mittee. 

(C)  A  date  book  or  panel  covering  the  cur- 
rent and  at  least  next  succeeding  month 
shall  be  maintained  in  the  Lobby  by 
the  House  Committee  Chairman  inso- 
far as  practicable. 

Sec.  III.  Equipment 

(A)  Title  to  all  Furniture,  Equipment  and  all 
other  items  of  any  kind  v/hatsoever  ex- 
cept those  items  peculiar  to  initiatory 
work  and  stored  in  closets  assigned  by 
the  Board,  shall  vest  in  the  Masonic 
Temple  of  Winston-Salem,  Inc. 

(B)  None  of  the  items  specified  in  Section  III 
(A),  may  be  removed  from  the  Temple 
without  the  expressed  written  approval 
of  the  Board  through  the  Secretary. 
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(C)  Material,  Furniture,  Equipment  or  any 
other  item  of  any  kind,  title  of  which 
would  eventually  vest  in  the  Ma- 
sonic Temple  of  Winston-Salem,  Inc., 
per  Section  lll-A,  shall  not  be  moved 
into  the  Temple  on  a  loan  or  rental 
basis  without  written  consent  from  the 
Board  of  Directors. 


Sec.  IV.  Rules 

(A)  Every  organization  using  the  Temple 
must  have  Master  Masons  in  their  mem- 
bership or  attendance.  Therefore  as  a 
requirement  for  tenancy,  each  organi- 
zation shall  assure  the  Board  that  they 
will  not  use  the  Temple  at  any  time  in 
violation  of  the  Code  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  in  North  Carolina. 

(B)  All  rooms  including  the  kitchen  must  be 
left  in  a  clean  and  orderly  manner. 

(C)  No  organization  other  than  those  listed 
in  Section  I  may  serve  meals  or  refresh- 
ments in  the  Temple  without  the  writ- 
ten approval  of  the  Board. 
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(D)  No  signs,  decorations,  degree  parapher- 
nalia or  any  item  of  any  Icind  may  be 
attached  to  or  placed  inside  or  outside 
the  building  or  erected  on  the  grounds 
except  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors in  writing. 

(E)  Any  decorations  or  flowers  must  be  re- 
moved within  24  hours  unless  spe- 
cifically authorized  in  writing  by  the 
House  Committee  through  the  chair- 
man. 

(F)  The  custodian's  office  or  Lounge  shall 
not  be  used  for  coaching. 

(G)  The  Lounge  or  Main  Lobby  shall  not  be 
used  for  the  serving  of  refreshments 
whenever  more  than  one  organization 
is  scheduled  for  the  same  evening  or 
period. 

(H)  No  part  of  the  building  may  be  used 
to  store  personal  property. 

(f)  The  piano  or  organ  shall  not  be  moved 
from  one  room  1o  another  for  rehearsal 
or  meetings. 
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(J)  Furniture  or  paraphernalia  moved  from 
its  normal  location  shall  be  returned  at 
the  close  of  the  meeting  by  the  organi- 
zation moving  same. 


(K)  To  preserve  our  secrecy  requirements 
none  of  the  4  emergency  or  connecting 
doors  shall  be  blocked  open  nor  left 
unlocked,  unless  a  person  is  in  at- 
tendance during  that  period. 


Sec.  V.  Fees 


(A)  Fees  shall  be  based  on  possible  mem- 
bership night  usage  for  regular  sched- 
uled meetings  (number  of  members 
and  meeting  nights)  to  cover  the  esti- 
mated budget  for  the  succeeding  cal- 
endar year. 

(B)  Insofar  as  possible  all  organizations  will 
be  notified  as  to  their  fee  for  the  suc- 
ceeding year  by  December  1st  of  each 
year. 
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Sec.  VI.  General 


(A)  Whenever  the  custodian  is  not  present, 
all  using  organizations  shall  see  that 
all  lights  and  utilities  are  turned  off,  or 
to  stand-by  condition  and  see  that  all 
doors  and  windows  are  secured  and 
locked.  When  two  or  more  organiza- 
tions meet  on  the  same  night  it  shall 
be  their  joint  responsibility  to  comply. 

(B)  Failure  of  any  organization  to  observe 
any  or  all  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  subject  the  offending  organ- 
izations to  the  value  of  the  loss  incurred 
or  the  cost  of  repairs  or  replacement 
by  the  Board  and  to  such  other  action 
as  the  Board  may  deem  advisable.  All 
privileges  of  said  organization  shall  be 
withdrawn  until  the  mandate  of  the 
Board  is  complied  with. 

(C)  These  rules  and  regulations  may  only 
be  changed  or  amended  at  any  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
All  organizations  shall  be  notified  as 
soon  as  practicable.
